' Ml. Alfllttsder Morris recently deliver- 
ed the following lecture before the Mercan- 
tile Library Association of Montreal : 

Ho stated that he had selected a Bubject 
of practical importance. In looking back 
over the past, tne rise of the national scuti- 
mcnt was very encouraging. Self-respect 
and self-reliunco in the individual evoked 
corresponding sentiments in the minds of 
others ; and so with nations also. A knowl- 
edge of their resources and an appreciation 
of their position was necessary for the 
people. The Hudson's Bajv territories were 
rising into prominence. ^^e'tv^'ifras tie^iB 
nplifted from them. The assaults of civil- 
zution had commenced from the east nnd 
the west. In the rapid planning of Anglo- 
Saxon civilisation the finger of Providence 
was manifest. The discoveries of gold had 
singularly been th>'> precursors of the mixed 
races, which for the want of a better name 
were called the Anglo-Saxon race. Thus 
the discovery of gold settled California, next 
Australia vras more densely peopled, and 
now the discovery of gold in Columbia had 
planted a new centre of light and civilza- 
tion on tho Pacific. Surely there was a 
purpose ill all this. 

But be would consider the Hudson's Bay 
territories and compress as much as pos.si- 
ble. Tho area of the country inclusive of 
British Columbia, was estimated by Arrow- 
«:::it!i at 3,060,000 square miles. It was 
twice 08 large as the tJnited States of the 
U nion «t<)lnBl"?e of ihe ierrltorios— a prince- 
ly domain. ■ Surely tho time had come 
when all of it that was fit for settlement 
Hhould be thrown open to tho immigrant. 
In order to give his hearers a clear idea of 
the country, ho took his audience on ni' 
iniaginarv journey from Lako Superior to 
the Red I^ivt'r, following the trail of Sir 
Oeorge Simpson in "His Overland Journey 
round the world," and gave a grajihic ac- 
count of tho path and the country, and 
(|uoted the words of Sir Goorpe Sunpsoii 
when viewing tho Rainy Rivur Valley : 

"One caiuiot pass through this fair val- 
ley without feeling that it 18 destined sooner 
or later to become the happ;^ homo of civ- 
ilised men, with their bloating flocks and 
and lowing herds — with their schools and 
churches — with tlioir full garners and their 
social henrths." 

There was an urea of 20,000 acres in this 
valley. Tho banks of the Uainy river were 
very beautiful and the river navigable. He 
hail no doubt the vision of Sir George 
Simpson would be realised, and tiiis river, 
connecting two spacious lakes, would have 
ij(;(^ij^§4-^teamboat8 on its bosom and pop- 



ulous towns on its borders. 'Atlongth the 
Red River was reached and thence the path 
was followed througli tho prairies, over a 
maguiliccnt country abounding with buft'a- 
loes and carjietcd with Iiorbugo, brushing 
the knees of the cavalcade as they proceeded 
on horseback to the Pacific. A journey of 
2,000 miles on horseback was shown tu be 
nracticalilo from tho Red Kiver towards the 
I'acitic, through a very fine country. The 
lecturer stated that common fairness com- 
])olled him to mention the contrast between 
tho statements of Sir George Simpson's book 
and his testimony before the Committee of 
the House Commons. 

Having reached the Pacific, the lecturer 
retraced liis course, and comniencinz at the 
Paeiffc, described Vancouver's Island, 
which comprised 12,000 s(|uare miles. It 
was, in tho words of the Hon. Edward El- 
lice, Va sort of England attached to Ameri- 
'ba. ' Th'e climate was wholesome, very like 
that of England. It had the best harbor on 
the Pacific, timber, and coal." Mr. Cooper 
said it was one of the best wheat-growing 
countries in tlie world, and the climate was 
superior to that of Britain. It would yet 
became a wealthy centre of trade — tin; 
smiling homo of thousands of happy col- 
onists. . , ,, 

He' then ' described British Cohimbin, 
which lay between the Rocky Mountains 
and the Pacific. Itwas 420 miles lung and 
300 broad. Its fisheries were valuable, its 
timber good, and it had coal. Mr. Cooper 
stated its winters were much milder than 
those of Canada, and it could produce all 
the crdps' grown' in iEnglond; Canndians 
would watch its progress with deep interest. 
The good had been done, whether the gold 
di.scoveries proved fruitful or not, and the 
hum of bi'sy industry would be licard in its 
long desolate glades. 

Il(! then described the Arthabaska dis- 
trict, which participated in the Pacific cli- 
mate, lie quoted Sir Alexander M'Kenzic 
as to its character, and Dr. King, surgeon 
to tho exiiedition in search of Sir John 
Ross, who described it as a vast piece of 
land .surrounded by water — such a country 
as that described .by. Dr. Livingstone near 
the equator. ' The soil was a black mould

He explained the claims of the Company 
as to the extent of territory, and referred t(j 
tho opinions adverse tu them of Lord 
Brougham attd otlier^^ and the c^untgr opin- 
ions of eminent lawyers in their favor. He 
thought the question the legality of tiie 
diarter ought to be judicially tested. He 
explained the claims of Caiiaila to all the 
territories eum|irehended within lior ancient 
boundaries, and gave an interesting account 
of tho Nortli-West Company's operations, 
and of their'fend with the! Hudson's Bay 
Company, and of their eventual amalgama- 
tion with that Company. He was not run- 
ning an unthinking muck against the Com- 
pany. They might have been of service ia 
the past, but it was high time, and iniperiid 
and colonial interests alike deiuaiuied, that 
the question should be dealt with as .iffcct- 
ing an empire, and on tho high erounds of 
puldic justice and necessity. lie came to 
the moderate but positive conclusion that 
the power of the Comjiany must be res- 
trained, that all habitable territory should 
bo thrown open to t'ettlcMucnt, and a pro- 
visional government establislied at the lied 
River at oneo; and that if th(! cluirtcr and 
powers of the Company slmnld be ('ontinued 
liver the mure northerly portion of the ter- 
ritory, they should be sulijected to tho con- 
trol of the coloniul authorities, or of that of 
the future supreme council of the confeder- 
ation of theBrltish proyinccs. 

This conceded, the results would be start- 
ling.

He next described the Saskatchewan, As- 
siniboino, and Red River country compris- 
ing an area of 360,000 square miles. The 
Red River and Saskatchewan, coursed thro' 
vast plains, and with'Lake Winnipeg gave 
a watercourse of 1,400. There was 1,200,- 
000 acres of arable laud, and 1,000,000 
well adapted for grazing. The poptilation 
of the Red River was 11,811. The soil was 
alluvial, and was cultivated without manu- 
ring. Ho quoted Dr. llae. Bishop Ander- 
son, tho Rev. Mr. Corbet, and Professor 
lliiid, as to its character. Tho crops were 
iis good as in any part of Canada. If the 
Europnim or CantiJian element were intro- 
duced, in a few years tho plains of the Bed 
River would be studded with flocks ami 
herds. 

lie alluded to tiio Pacific Railway, ami 
liolioved that it was more, likely to bo built 
within 15 years than was the Grand Trunk 
railway 10 years ago. 

He next adverted to the climate, as tho 
capacity for settlement wtis determined by 
the climate, and quoted from Rlodgett's 
Climatology to prove that the climate uf 
tho north-west coast and of tho interior to 
wards Lake Winnipeg was highly fuvora 
ble to occupation and settlement. 

Ho then took up tho ,(uesti(in of the
